Prominent Breeders of Virginia Play Prominent Part 
in Sidetracking of Legislation Aimed at Racing 
— Timely Gossip from Jamestown Course. 



The fifth winter meeting of the Jockey Cluh 
Juarez, which, opened at Juarez. Mex.. November 
1013, and came to a close March 22, embraced 
114 racing days, during which 686 races were run 
ml $243,070 was distributed in stakes and purses 
inioug 233 owners, as follows:

Hardly a stable of promi- 
nence whieh will race in the east and in t auada 
this summer but will In* represented ben during the 
meeting, whieh promises even now to c\<*ell ill every 
branch of the sisal any previous meeting in Vir- 
ginia. He found that tlm horsemen at Palmetto 
Park. who wi ! ship hen* upward of 404» thorough- 
breds ready to raee. have already made their plaus 
for racing in the stellar events oi the meeting, 
whieh include liberal provision for the txv*»-x ear-olds, 
for older horsev capable of going a route and for the 
b**> i of the sprinting division. Secretary Joseph 
M«l 4 *unan. who distrihut«Hl tin* l»onk among the 
1'alnicHo Park hoi->enu*u. i*<-:*ivei! many «• >fnppnc*iits 
from them over the equitable wax in which it was 
colidit ioiieil. 

With the arrival < ! Mo* iliio* idg -pce'al trains of 
t itoronghbt‘*ds from Palmetto Park at the extension 
of the Charleston meeting next Saturday, every 
thing xx ill l»e iti readiness for the bugle to call Ho* 
field to t he post for the inaiigrual race the Hopoful 
J’urse. for maiden two-vear-olds. Already unusual 
act iv it x . even for a spring training season, is noted 
at lin* ctnuse of the Jamestown Jockey Club. 
Among the forerunner* of tin* big delegation soon to 
arrive is Green I: .Morris, rightlj regarded a$ the 
lies lor of the American turf, lb brought xxith him 
the good xx inning fi.ly. Kiva, by Scmprouiiis Sevilla, 
a Hash fol d Manor-bred sprinter, and a txvo-vear old 
eo| I xxhieh many believe is OIK* of Hie best piospcet - 
of the year, lb i< a bay sou of Watoriioy and Irish 
Song, bought from James It. Haggiii Kiva. Mr. 
Morris lN>heves. xxMl find tin* hard uu<i<*rfooting at 
Hu* h*eal track much more to her liking than the »o|'t 
™ . ii»ie« in |*nrk goimr. 

One fact that pU*as«sl Manager Levy great !x xvas 
tin* utter disregard by the horsemen at I’almctto 
Park of rumors that there would be obstacles 
tin* xv ix of carrying out the plans of tin* Jamestown 
Jockey Club's management. These rumors, while 
practically eoa-ing with Iasi week’s adjournment of 
the Virginia Genera! Assembly, emanated from per- 
sons who wi re at cross purjmses with Hu* interests 
of the sport ln*re. and found little credence at any 
time. 

The recent adjournment of the Virginia Lcgis 
la Hire, leaving untouched and unpassed the pro 
|K'sed auli racing bill, which had been side tracked 
b.\ th* conservative*” element in the Senate, leaves 
t lie br<*cding interests in lie* old dominion in 
safer shape than ever lx* fore, and insure the 
Jamestown J'H’key Club management the free 
doui f nun iulerference in the 4-ondnct of its 
race meetings for at least two years. Whih 
1 1n* Jamestown Jin-key Club itself took no part in 
t lie light made against tin* measui *. it is under 
-tood that Captain A. K. Hancock. C. K. G. Bill 
iugs. Henry *1’. Oxnard. Thomas Fortum* ityau and 
oilier men of wealth who have invested large sums 
in thoroughl red breeding interests, xxrre success- 
ful in eomhaling the measure.

Handicap, for three-year-olds and over, three-quar- 
ters of a mile.

Mr. Bradley lias 
written Manager Levy requesting stall reservation 
for live maidens. One of these is a live-year-old 
one a three year -old. and the others two-year -olds 
Interest of the horsemen in the showing of these 
individuals promises to lie keen, and It is significant 
that Mr. Bradley, who inherited the farm and horses 
of * Pa” Bradley, has decided to re-enter actively 
ihe sport of racing as an owner and breeder. Old 
timers remember well Robert Waddell, Bouev Boy 
Bd Larly. Ahola and other speedy horses which their 
veteran 'breeder raced up to the day of his death 
Billing the last two years only one performer 
Blitsen Jr. — lias been at the races as a representa 
Hve of the Bradley farm, but two of the produce 
of his dam. Eminence, which produced Ed Early, 
are Included In the Bradley stable. 

Scnor Cautino is the leading turfman of Porto

Charleston, S. C.. March 23. — The final week of 
the long season i>f racing at Palmetto Park begau 
this afternoon, favored by summerlike weather and 
a large attendance. Track conditions were bad 
and resulted in numerous withdrawals from most 
of the races. Some of the finishes were of the clos- 
est and the finishing jxist angle was responsible 
for a disagreement in regard to the correct placing 
in the fifth race. The judges, who alone are on 
a direct line, gave the decision to Mary Ann K.. 
but tin* backers of Armor thought the Pons horse 
had lasted to win by a nose. 

The three-quarters of a mile handicap resulted 
in the first five finishing almost in cavalry aligu- 
meut. Minda won by a nose over Pardner and the 
ame margin separated the latter from Progressive, 
xvith the favorite. Sherwood, a similar distance 
away. Sherwood was unquestionably best, but jockey 
I eaiian handled him weakly iu addition to taking 
him extremely wide in the stretch. 

Another close finish dev«*loi**d in the closing dash, 
when Font just lasted to beat Servhence. Font 
would have won easily but for having stumbled 
several times mi the streUM. After the finish, 
William Walker, owner of Serviecuee, advanced 
Font from an entered price of $2,00 to $700 and 
failed to get him. Owen Pons, owner_ of Font, 
retaliated by < laiming Servieence for $525. 

Frank E. Brown lias changed his plans and will 
ship his entir* racing stable to Norfolk on Wednes- 
day next. Others who will ship at the same time 
lire James Arthur, M. C. Kelly. W. Walker, W. E. 
Phillips. C. A. Phillips. J. P. Byrne and F. J. Cole 
man. The consignment will consist of six cars of 
racers. 

There were a number of departures yesterday, 
iueluding W. R. Engstroin. who left for a rest at 
Hot Springs, Ark. He probably will not resume 
booking operations until the Montreal spring meet 
ing begins. George North took his stand in the 
ring and will likely operate during the remainder 
of the season here.

The Australian horses have done well 
in ihe past, and there is uo reason why more 
should not find their way over, as anything smart 
over half a mile to seven furlongs can pick up 
a fair stake within the season. Niue hundred 
metres, which is four and a half furlougs. and 
1,100 (five and a half furlongs) seem to be all 
the rage.
